But as yet the journalist works alone. If he 
is @ college graduate he goes to his college club 
a8 @ graduate, not as a journalist. He never 
speaks of another journalist as “my colleague,” 
as the lawyer or the physician does of his profes- 
sional brother. He hardly ever meets other jour- 
nalists socially, in any numbers. But if the future 
editors of the city were in large proportion grad- 
uates of the same college and had a recognized 
professional meeting place in which they could 
come together informally and discuss matters of 
common interest, would they not eventually de- 
velop a professional pride that would enable them 
to work in concert for the public good and that 
would put any black sheep of the pee in a 
very uncomfortable position? 

If such a class spirit existed, no editor who had 
degraded himself by becoming the hireling of any 
Wall street’ king or ring would dare to face his 
colleagues. * * * It would be impossible then 
for any Huntington or Gould of the next genera- 
tion to buy up newspapers—a thing easily feasible 
where hundreds of millions are at stake, unless 
there is a strong feeling of class pride and prin- 
ciple to prevent it. The knowledge that a rep- 
utable journalist would refuse to edit any paper 
that represented private interest against the pub- 
lic good would be enough of itself to discourage 
such an enterprise. * * * 


HOW WILL TEACHERS BE FOUND? 

They object that competent teachers, without 
whom the most ingenious plans of instruction 
must fail, are not to be found. I confess that this 
is the greatest, gravest difficulty and danger. Like 
any “college, what it must have in the first place 
is a combination of the highest character and 
capacity, with love and aptitude for teaching. 
* * * Teachers of journalism should also be 
experienced editors. But how are we to lure a 
truly able editor from the-active work of the pro- 
fession in which there is such a splendid scope for 
his powers and such eager competition for his 
services while he is in the prime of life? * * * 
My hope is that the whole profession will see in 
this situation an appeal to its honor and its pride. 
I hope that the very difficulty of the problem will 
prove its own solution, by enlisting the sympa- 
thetic interest and aid of the men of power and of 
energy who would not waste their time on work 
that others could‘do. * * * 

The greatest painters of Paris visit the art 
schools and criticise the work of the pupils. The 
masters of the New York bar give lectures in law 
schools. The most famous physicians teach in 
the medical colleges. Why shouldythe greatest 
editors not have an equally unselfish pride in 
and love of their own profession?) * * * 

Nor need we confine our search to journalists. 
Historians like McMaster, .Wilson and Rhodes; 
college professors like Eliot, Hadley and Angell; 
judges like Fuller, Brewer and Gray—could help 
the work with lectures and suggestions. 

National pride will, I fully trust, constrain them 
to do what they can for the elevation of an agency 
by which the destinies of the Union are so pro- 
foundly affected for good or for evil. 

They. object that there are some things that a 
college of journalism cannot teach. I admit it. 
No college can give imagination, initiative, im- 
pulses, enthusiasm, a sense of humor or irony. 
These things must be inborn. . But. would not 
such inborn qualities be developed and strength- 
ened in the _—w of the proposed college? 
* * s 


Finally, as if all these criticisms were not 
crushing enough, they object that even if this en- 
dowment be needed, I am not the right man to 
give it. I fully realize the force of this argument, 
and I am ready cheerfully to retire in favor of 
any critic who will relieve me. 

I volunteered in the first place simply because 
there was a need which nobody appeared anxious 
to meet. No.pride of priority will deter me from 
giving way to a more suitable candidate. They 
also object that I have pifved a college course 
in journalism to be unnecessary by succeeding 
without one. Perhaps I may be permitted to 
judge of that. It is ingenious to use me as a club 
against my own plan. If I have had any success 
it has been because I never, so far as my indi- 
vidual work and pleasure are concerned, regarded 


journalism as & business. From my first hour's 


work, through a period of nearly forty years, 1 
have regarded journalism not only as a profes- 
sion, but as the noblest of all professions. I have 
felt that I was in touch with the public mind and 
ought to do some good every day. Perhaps I 
have failed, but it has not been for lack of effort. 


WHAT SHOULD NOT BE TAUGHT. 

Not to teach typesetting, not to explain the meth- 
Ods of business management, not to reproduce 
with trivial variations the course of a commercial 
college. * * * The school of journalism is to 
be, in my conception, not only ,commercial, but 
anti-commercial. It is to exalt principle, knowl- 
edge, culture, at the expense of business if need 
be. It is to set up ideals, to keep the counting 


‘room in its proper place, and to make the soul of 


the editor the soul of paper. 

The course of instruction will be decided by 
the Advisory Board, waich is not yet appointed, 
acting in conjunction with the authorities of the 
university. * * * 

What is a college of journalism? Tt is an insti- 


even realize it, as many of them unhappily do not. 
i} or well, they represent authorship, and au- 
| is.a profession. The man in the count- 
ing room of a newspaper is in the newspaper busi- 
ness, * * * But a man who has the advan- 


tage, honor and pleasure of addressing the public 


man. So, of course, is he who directs these ‘writ- 
ers and reporters, who- tells them what tc-.say 
and how to say it, who shows them how to think 
—who inspires them, though he may never write 
a line himself—and decides what: the ‘principles 
of ‘the paper shall be. For example, the greatest 
editor in.the whole history of European journal- 
ism, John de Lane, never wrote any articles: of 
his own, although for 36 years he was the’ head, 
the heart, the brain of the London Times. But 
he ‘dirécted every writer; he furnished the 
thought, the policy, the initiative; he bore the 
responsibility, and he corrected both manuscript 


and proofs. 


DANGERS OF PLUTOCRAOCY. 
Nothing ‘leas than the highest ideals, the most 


scrupulous anxiety to do right, the most accu- 
rate knowledge of the problems it has to meet 
and a sincere sense of its moral responsibility will 
save journalism from subservience to business in- 
terests, seeking selfish m—e. antagonistic to the 
public welfare. 

More dangerous, saeiibdei: than the plutocratic 
contro] of newspapers for sordid private ends is 
their control by demagogues for ambitious selfish 
ends. The people know, with unerring instinct, 
when a newspaper is devoted to private rather 
than to public interests, and their refusal to buy 
it limits its capacity for harm. But when.a 
demagogic agitator appeals to “the masses” 
against’ “the classes,” and poses as the ardent 
friend of the people against their “oppressors,” 
assailing law and order and rroperty as a means 
of gaining followers among the discontented and 
unthinking, the newspaper becomes a dangerous 
power for evil. Especially is this true when 
money is freely used to mislead the people. 

Commercialism has a legitimate place in a 
newspaper, namely, in the business office. _ The 
more successful a newspaper is commercially, the 
better for its moral side. The more prosperous 
it is, the more independent it can afford to be, 
the higher salaries it can pay to editors anu 
reporters, the less subject it will be to tempta- 
tion, the better it can stand losses for the sake 
of principle and conviction. But commercialism, 
which is proper and necessary in the business 
office becomes a degradation and a danger when 
it invades iwe editorial rooms. Once let the pub- 
lic come to regard the press as exclusive:y a 
commercial business and there is an end of its 
moral power. Influence cannot exist without pub- 


human basis. It must rest in the end on the 
character of the journalist. The editor, the real 
“journalist” of the future, must be a man of such 
known integrity that he will be above the sus- 


tions. He must be known as one who would re 
sign rather than sacrifice his prin¢iples to any 
business interest. It would be Well if the editor 
of every newspaper were also its proprietor, but 
every editor can be at least the proprietor of 
himself. If he cannot keep the paper from de- 
grading itself, he can refuse to be a party to the 
degradation. * * * 
THE MARCH OF PROGRESS. | 

In the interesting review of its 70 years of life, 
the New York Sun estimated the total circula- 
tion of the six morning papers existing in New 
York at its birth at 18,000 copies a day. Since 
then four of these six journals have died, and the 
Tribune, Timés, Herald and World have been 
born. 

Today the New York morning papers alone 
print more than a million copies of every issue. 


4At least 1,500,000 copies more are added every 


working day by the evening papers which 70 years 
ago did not exist. In other words, for every New 
York newspaper sold in 1833, 140 are sold now 
to fourteen times as many people. Where there 
used to be nearly three families to every news- 


every family. 

All the présses then in existence would not 
have been able to print a single edition of a 
leading New York newspaper of our time, such as 
whirls between the cylinders of a Hoe machine 
from endless rolls of paper at the speed of the 
Niagara Rapids. All the paper mills then in. the 
country could not have met the demands of such 
a journal for white paper.

Yet one style will not answer the mani- 
fold requirements of a newspaper. There must 
be a different style for each kind of work—po- 
lemical, descriptive, analytical, literary, satirical, 
expository, critical, narrative—and the mind of 
the editor, like a trained musical ear, must be 
able to detect every note out of place. An argu- 


‘Imentative editorial on: the tariff must not be 


written in the vein that would be appropriate to 
a pathetic description of a mother’s search for 
a lost child, nor must a satirical dissection of a 
politician resemble a report of a bankruptcy case. 
But, through all the-varied styles fit for fuse in 
@ newspaper there runs one common feature— 
public interest. Whether the subject he touches 
be profound or trivial, the journalist must not 
be dull nor involved, nor hard to understand. He 
must know exactly what he wants to say, how to 
say it and—when to stop, He must have a 
Gallis lucidity and precision. He must. have the 
critical faculty, for all newspaper work involves 
criticism and analysis. The journalist criticises 
everything under the sun, his eye is always at 
the mental microscope and his hand on the dis- 
secting knife. 

THE LAW. ° | / : 

To attempt the méstery f all phases of the law 
as taught in a law/school would be impossible for 
a student of jougnalism.\ Nor is it necessary. 
Here, agdin, the fund: al idea underlying the 
entire scheme of this college, of specializing the 
instructions, is seen to be essential. * * * 

Take the question of franchises, which has be- 
come. so important to municipalities and to the 
country at large. Would not a series of special 
lectures, prepared by a competent jurist, instruct 
those who aim to become teachers and guardians 
of the people..as to the nature and proper limi- 
ations of public franchises. A clear definition 
of the nature and responsibilities of a “common 
carrier”. and .of the reservations and conditions 
which it is right to impose upon corporations 
and, seek. the use of public. property, like the 
streets of a city, for private gain, would be of 
great advantage to those who will be called upon 
to protect the public interests. in the future. 

How: many know ‘the fundamental fact that op- 
pressive monopolies are abhorrent fo the com- 
mon law, which we inherited from England? How 
many know the difference between common law 
and statute law? President Cleveland, President 
Roosevelt and even the astute Mr, Olney thought 
a constitutional amendment necessary to enable 
Congress to forbid and punish “trust, monopolies 
or other conspiracies in restraint of tradé.” But 
the Supreme Court has frequently decided, and 
has just reaffirmed the truth, that for 12 years I 
maintained in my newspaper, that under the com- 
mon laW all these combinations are unlawful 
and subject to the restraint of Congress under the 
Constitution. The relations of capital and labor, 
which present one of the greatest problems before 
us aS a nation, and one filled with potentialities of 
the gravest danger, and the ownership or regula- 
tion of public utilities by municipalities or by the 
nation, both involve-many strictly legal or con- 
stitutional points. * * * Would it not be of 
great advantage to the press and the public if 
journalists were instructed in the basic principles 
of law and equity in these matters? Is it not 
entirely practicable to teach them the legal mean- 
ing of such phrases as “eminent domain,” “vested 
rights,” “the public welfare” (as used in the Con- 
stitution), “corporate privileges” and the like? 

The writ of injunction—or “government by 
injunction” as it has been mischievously called— 
would it not be enlightening and. useful if a 
great jurist like Justice Brewer or James C. Car- 
ter or Joséph Choate were to give the students in 
the college of journalism a history of this writ 
and a dispassionate account of its uses and neces- 
sity and possible limitations in a free govern- 
ment? © S92...

Everywhere 
jurors simply refuse to pronounce sentence of 
death against the women. In the rare cases when 
they do, popular sympathy compels an executive 
commutation of sentence.

Three women are awaiting trial in adjoining 
cells in a Denver (Colo.) jail for the murder of 
their husbands. They*are Mrs. Assunta Molli- 
cone, an Italian; Mrs. Eleanor G. Valentine and 
Mrs. Gertrude Patterson. In each case the alleged 
motive is jealousy or cupidity. 

Of these three the Patterson case is most cele- 
brated. Mrs. Patterson was a poor girl of San- 
doval, Ill.,. when she first met Emil Strouss, .a 
Chicago millionaire. Strouss took.a fancy to her 
because she was extremely beautiful, and ar- 
ranged to educate her, sending her away to Paris. 
When she had finished her schooling he called 
for her and they traveled about Europe together. 

After their return to America she met Charles 
A. Patterson, a former college athlete. He fell 
in love with her, she went to Los Angeles, Cal., 
sent for him and he-married’ her. Chance re- 
vealed to him her relations with Strouss. 

She confessed everything and he promised to 
forgive and help her live down the past. She 
charges that, when they became hard up, he sold

Asked to place an average value 
upon the fowls to be exhibited 
Thanksgiving week, Henry Stein- 
mesch, a-poultry fancier and chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, said

“Poultry fanciers have sent in en- 
tries from almost every state in the 
Union,” said Steinmesch., “The fowls 
will be of the highest class in the 
world. I wager you could not buy 
any of the birds for less than $50, 
while there are some that are valued 
at $1000 or more.

Miss Lucille Cook, 17 years old, a 
student of Washington University and ' 
valedictorian of the last January grad- 
uating class at Central High School, 





was drowned In the swirling stream | 
that races through Onoudaga cave near ' 
Leasburg, Mo., at noon yesterday. Flar- 
ing torches held by other Washington 
University students lighted the cave 
and the water so that the body was 


recovered five minutes after a boat 
had upset, throwing the girl into the 
current. 

When a letter from Dean Snow of 
Washington University, telling of the 
incident, was delivered to members of 
her family, at 4215 Cook avenue last 
night, they were gathered about the 
bedside of her grandfather, Michael 
Cook, who was not expected to live 
much longer. 

Mother of Girl Faints. 

The mother read the letter, then 
groaned and fell forward, fainting. As 
the sick man was especially fond of 
Liicille, hfs physician told the rela- 
tives if they let him know what had 
happened it would kill him. An ef- 
fort te. keep the news from him was 
partly successful, although the patient 
knéw something was Wrong. 

Miss Cook, a member of Prof. Mc- 
Court’s geology class, was one of a 
party which went to Leesburg to the 
big cave, which is famous for its stal- 
actites. In the party were Misses Marie 
Bacon, Annie Mills, Julia Groves, Helen 
Shryock, Beatrice Jennings, Helen Bray- 
er, Lucille Cook, Messrs. Harry Sleick, 
James Oehler and Richard Sparks and 
Prof. and Mrs. McCourt. 

The party stopped at the farm home 
of J. E. L. Koehn,: near the cave, and 
After 
a lunch at noon yesterday the trip into 
the cave was starter. 

Current Is Swift. 

Onondaga cave, known locally as 
Baha cave, is really a series of wind- 
ing passages under the hills near 
Leesburg. Throughout most of its 
length flows a stream of water; some- 
times shallow, sometimes deep, but al- 
ways swift. At the mouth it is neces- 
sary to cross the stream to find a firm 
footway. It is 15 feet wide at this 
place. : 

The crossing is effected in a flat-bot- 
tom boat. Six of the class, including 
Miss Cook, crowded into this boat for 
the crossing while the others waited on 
the bank. All of them had torches, 

Just how the boat was overturned hes 
not been determined. In the semi-ob- 
security of the cavern, but poorly il- 
luminated by the torches, the struggliag 
figures in the water were but dimly ut- 
lined. It was thought all had scrambled 
to the shore in safety until somebody 
asked: 

“Where's Lucille?’ 

Body Is ‘Recovered. 

All the torches that had not been 
extinguished in the plunge from the 
overturned boat were lowered to- 
words the surface of the stream. In 
their dim light the girl’s body was 
discovered. 

She was dragged out hurriedly and 
frantic efforts were made to revive 
her. But they were useless. 

The body was taken to the Koehn 
kome and Coroner A. J. Slack at 
Steelville was notified. He instruct- 
ed Prof. McCourt to hold his party 
at the farm house until an inquest 
could be held.

LONDON, Noy, 18..—Francis MeCul- 
lagh, the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World war correspondent, will 
deliver a lecture in Memorial Hall in 
Farrington street, Monday evening, 
in which he will describe what he 
personally saw in Tripoli and will 
answer all questions. The lecture 
will be illustrated by lantern slides 
from his own photographs taken on 
the spot for the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. The lecture will 
be under the auspices of the pro- 
moters of the international protest 
against the war in Tripoli. 

The Vienna Zeit (newspaper) pub- 
lishes a Rome dispatch denying that 
Italy proposes to raise a loan, ths 
Government having $120,000,000 
and having expended only $40,000,000 
so far.

Guglielmo Berrero is the foremost 
historian of modern Italy and is con- 
sidered one of the leading men of 
letters of the world. His lectures on 
Roman history have been delivered | 
in the leading European capitals and 
at the College of France won him the 
cross of the Legion of Honor, His 
leading publications are “Symbols,” 
“The Greatness and Decline of Rome” 
and the “Female Offender,” which he

October 25, 1909, a man who-said 
he was J. C. Scott, got $300. from 
Rice, on a forged deed of trust to 
property .in Mount Vernon. Rice 
went to the Illinois town.and was 
convinced McGuire, as . Scott, had 
swindled, him. . About that :time Mc- 
Guire returned to Mount Vernon, and 
hearing of the rumors against his 
name went to the prosecuting  at- 
torney’s office... There he met Rice, 
who identified him as Seota He was 
arrested and brought here.

When the father was ushered ‘into the 
courtroem, young, Spencer was visibly 
agitated. His features twitched -nerv- 
cusly, and the pendulum-like motion of 
his left foot increased in rapidity and 
vigor. 

Spatted Baby Son’s Hands, 

Wilbur L. Spencer, the father, is # 
years old, 5 feet 10 or 11 inches tall, well 
built, but not portly, with reddish hair 
and beard tinged with gray. He wore a 
brownish gray suit, with sack.coat. His 
appearance was that of a prosperous, 
up-to-date country merchant, rather 
then farmer, 

The elder Spencer made no effort to 
either conceal or excuse k°) brutality 
toward his son. When Bertram was 
about a year old, he testified, he spatted 


because he reached across the table for 
some relishes. On one ocdasion . while 
the child was still at a tender age, he 
lost his grip7in chastising him, and the 
boy fell, striking his head against the 
kitchen stove. Because Bertram did not 
take kindly to learning the Lord@’s pray- 
er his father said he beat him with a 
curtain stick. 

When Bertram. was seven’ or eight 
years old he set fire to leaves which 
he ‘had been raking in the yard and 
his father said he tied the boy’s 
hands. behind © him. 

“What then?” asked Spencer's at- 
torney. 

“I put his head on a chepping block 
and told him if he ever did such a 
thing again I would sever his head 
from his body,” 

Prisoner Sobg Legals. 

Here the prisoner broke down and 
sobbed loudly. His wife slipped ‘her 
hand into the. prisoner's cage and! 
Spencer clasped it. eagerly... His 
mother buried her face in her hand- 
kerchief and ‘his sister wept as she 
sought te comfort her. The father 
was unmoved, and resumed his re- 
cital calmly. 

“Another time,” he said, “I took 
him to Mack's woods and tied him to 
a tree and told him I was going to 
leave him there for’ the wild apimals 
to devour,” 

He then drove over.to the railroad 
station and did not return to release 
his son until an hour later, 

Once, when the prisoner was ten 
or eleven years old, the witness said, 
he returned later than he had been 
instructed to do, and the father, aft- 
er upbraiding him, ordered him to. 
leave the house and never return, 
The boy left. The night was dark 
and it was raining. Later the boy] 
came back. 

Once, for a slight offense, while 
the two were in a wagon, the father 
said he struck his son ‘in the face 
with a whip. The boy jumped out 
of the wagon and swore at him, and 
then he (the father) went into, the 
house and returned with a revolver, 
he testified; and’ fired several..shots 
after the boy as -he filed. 

Fires Reyolver at Son. 

The elder Spencer returned home 
one night and learfhed that his: son, 
who had run away, had returned. 
Going upstairs he-found the boy sit- 
ting up in bed with a revolver. The 
father wrested the revolver from him, 
and in the scuffle the light was over- 
turned, The boy ran out doors and 
the father followed, firing the re- 
volver after him, hé said. 

Some time later the boy todk laud- 
anum, said his father, and he assisted 
him to walk about to keep awake. 
The boy was once held up by high- 
Waymen and- found an Nour later 
gagged and bound hand and foot, : 

Just before Spencer entered the 
navy the witness at the point of a re- 
volver, he testified, ordered his son 
to accompany him to the woods and 
cut two or three hickory rods. 

“I told him,” said he, “that I was 
going to give him the severest pun- 
ishment of his life, and that if he; 
made any f I would shoot him.” 
The boy cut thé rods, which were ap- 
piled until the strength of his father 
was exhausted, 

Spencer broke down completely, and

Jury Decides woke | Mine 
Owner Assaulted Chauffeur 
Without Malice. 


APPEAL IS TO™“BE TAKEN 


Defendant, Who Told Own 
Story of Quarrel, Surprised 
That He Isn’t Acquitted. 


John H. Os 8 wealthy Idaho mine 


owner, was sentenced to serve three 
months in jail and pay a $100 fine 
after he had been declared guilty by 
4 jury in Judge Hitchcock’s court, 
which rendered its verdict at 6:35 


last evéning. Perry inflicted the bul- 
let wound which resulted in the death 
of Joseph B. Heine, a chauffeur. 

The jury was out two hours and 
40 minutes. Perry, who was defended 
by Jeptha D. Howe, seemed much 
surprised, at falling of an acquittal. 
He arranged to give bond, pending the 
hearing of his motion for a new trial, 
and he stated that he would appeal 
the verdict to the Supreme Court. 
Beaeuse Fleine lived more than a year 
and a day after the shooting, the 
charge was assault’ to kill, and the 
jury found him guilty of such as- 
sault, but without inalice. 

Girl Wife Not in Court, 

Perry’s girl wife,. the sixth Mrs. 
Perry, 
verdict was returned. She attended 
one of the sessions, carrying her in- 
fant, and her youthful appearance 
aroused compassion. Sympathy was 
also felt by the courtroom spectators 
for Mrs. Heine, mother of the young 
man killed, whose desire for redress 
caused her to employ Judge C. Or- 
rick Bishop as. special prosecutor, 
and to appeal to Gov. Hadley for 
help in getting justice. 

The fifth wife of Perry was in 
court with Mrs. Heine during a part 
of the trial. It was expected that 
she would testify to a visit made to 
her by Perry one night after the 
shooting, and of his manifestation at 
that time of a violent and reckless 
mood by shooting at the windows, 
but she was not called. In. her di- 
vorce suit, filed soon after the shoot- 
ing, she declared that Perry was 
worth $500,000. 

Perry Tells of Fight. 

Perry, as the only material wit- 
ness for the deéfen#e, told’ yesterday 
the unusual circumstances of his fa- 
tal encounter with the chauffeur. 
The fight between himself and Heine 
began, he testified, when he and 
Heine started, after a barroom catch- 
as-catch can bout, to draw up formal] 
papers of agreement for a wrestling 
match, 

This was done, according to the 
witness, with as great formality as 
would Rave been observed by recog- 
nized champions. 

“On the night of Jan. 4, 1910,” 
Perry. said, “I went to a garage to 
rent an automobile, and when I found 
I would have to wait for it, I went 
to Campbell’s saloon on Vandeventer 
avenue, around the corner from Olive 
street. 

“Heine and I drank together there, 
and we talked about wrestling. We 
tried a fall, and he threw me, He 
asked if I-was mad, and I said no, 
but told him I could throw him, anc 
challenged him to a regular wres- 
tling bout. I began drawing up pa- 
pers for the bout, but Heine wouldn’t 
agree to my terms, 

Returned After Shooting. 

“I started to write one in regular 
legal form, and. began, ‘It, John H. 
Perry, party of the first part.’ He 
didn’t like that term, and <hrew 
down his pencil, calling me a four- 
flusher, and a bum who was trying 
to pose as a millionaire. We swore 
at each other, and I started out.” 

‘He then told how Heine started to 
follow him, but was dragged back by 
friends, and how on the third such 
Sally Heine came toward him, as he 
believed, with a revolver. Perry said 
he drew. his own revolver and fired 
left-handed at Heine. Just then the 
automobile which he had ordered 
came, and fearing an attack by 
Heine's friends, he rode away in it. 
Later, he said, he returned to inquire 
about Heine’s injury, but saw only a 
big crowd.

VALUABLE POTTERY 
FINDS IN FAR NORTH 


Explorer Stefannson Reports Vis- 
it to Tribes That Never Before 


Had Seen a White Man. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Writing from 
the coast near Point Stivens, Parry 
Peninsula, July 20 last, N. Stefannson, 
Arctic explorer and ethnologist, tells of 
pottery refics discovered in a northern 
region where such finds have not before 
been recorded. 

“We have lived entirely on our rifles 
for the iast 11 months,” he writes, ‘‘ex- 
cept that we had tea and salt part of 
the time—luxuries for which I care lit- 
tle. Since coming back from Victoria 
Land I have spent the time excavating 
old house ruins. Our finds included 
about half a bushel of broken pottery, 
which I feel sure were parts of utensils 
made on the premises. When I was in 
college I learned that the Eskimos near 
the mouth of the Yukon were the only 
members of that people who made pot- 
tery. I accordingly value this find as

Association has published a report on medical 

education in the United. States. during the past 

year which gives much information concerning 

the profession. 
in total. number of medical students in the 


United States for the year ending June 30, 1911, 
was 19,786, a decrease of 1740 below 1910, a de- 


ing five minutes after they started to work in crefse of 2359 below 1909, a decrease.of 2816 be- 


low 1908, and a decrease of 5366 below 1904, 
when the highest number of students was en- 
rolled. The number this year was lower than 
in any since 1900. Ot the total number 18,414 
were attending the allopathic ~_ - mn the 
c an ysio-

Forty-two hundred. and seventy-three male 
medical students were graduated during the year,

Six hundred and eighty women were studying 
medicine, 227 fewer than--in ,1910..

The 
remaining 546 were matriculated in co-education- 
al colleges.

Since June 10, 1910, 13 
colleges have either suspended or been merged 
into others, leaving 120 still in existence. The 
allopathic colleges number 101, a decrease of 10 
since last year. The homeopaffic colleges num- 
ber 12, a decrease of 1 since last year. During 
the last seven years 64 medica] colleges have 
ceased to exist, either through merger,or other- 
wise. During the same time, however, 18 new 
colleges were organized, leaving a net decrease 
of 46. While the total number of colleges is

ENTAL suggestion as a substitute for an-, 
esthetics has been employed for several 
years in various parts of the world. In 

fact, more than 15 years ago major operations 
were performed in Paris with its aid. 

Dr. F. D. Gulliver of 952 St. Nicholas avenue, 
New York/*fias been for nearly three years em- 
ploying mental suggestion as a substitute for 
anesthetics in the removal of tonsils and ade- 
noids from children.

In 1826 he died, according to some, a 
natural death, but, according to others, he‘ was 
hanged from the yardarm of a British cruiser. 


Pirate William Kidd has probably sent more 
people forth to dig for treasure than any other 
man.” He is supposed to have buried gold at 
many places, from Nova Scotia to South America. 
In this country tens of thousands of dollars have 
been spent in an effort to find his wealth. 


There seems good reason for believing that 
Kidd buried great‘treasures. In his long career 
he captured some of the most. valuable ships. 
From the “Quedagh Merchant” his profit was 
$60,000. Little of his vast fortune was found, 
however, when he drove this ship into Long 
Island Sound and was arrested; and though none 
of it has been found since, there can be little 
doubt that he hid enormous plunder. Kidd was 
hanged in England in 1701 on a charge of piracy 
and murder.

The first map roughly outlined that section of 
Trinity Bay where Anahuac now stands, and 
showed a road leading up from the coast 300 feet 
te the old fort. The erosion of the tides has, in 
the years, washed away the coast until now the 
fort is at the water’s edge. 

The second map showed the outline of the tri- 
angular fortification, and inside it, near one of 
the walls, was marked a red cross. 

The chart also showed an ancient oak tree, 
about 160 feet north of the fort. The drawing 
showed that two crosses, 4 inches long, had been 
cut into its trunk, one above the other, and that 
beneath them were carved the figures: “5-7-5.” 


‘ ‘These signs, Lopez said, were intended as land-

Buccaneers did not put all their eggs in 
one basket, but buried their treasure in many different places. 

This is the chief reason why the Anahuac officials are repenting that they released 
Lopez so quickly. They are convinced that he may know where the undiscovered Sulk of 


Lafitte’s fortune is concealed. 


spite the fervid denial of Lopez that his grand- 
father was ever a pirate, the reflection was made, 
but too late, that the discovery of the hidden for- 
tune had every trait of the unearthing of bucca- 
neer treasure. There were the ancient maps with 
red crosses, the tree with mystic markings, the 
Spanish pieces of eight, the great cross of rubies 
and emeralds. Moreover, was there not the re- 
markable coincidence that the finder bore the 
name of Lafitte’s trusted lieutenant? And was 


‘not Trinity Bay one of the two chief ports of 


Jean Lafitte’s fleet? 

But it was then too late to solve these doubts. 
The strangers had gone; and the treasure with 
them. They left behind a wonder as to whether 
a part of Lafitte’s ‘hoard, searched after for 75 
years until custom had given the coast inhabi- 
tants a belief in their proprietary right to it, had 
not taken wings. 

Since the départure of the strangers, there has 
been feverish digging in the fort, around it and 
under the old oak tree. But not an obolus has 
peén upturned. Many of the old treasure hunters 
believe bitterly that the strangers carried away 
with them the only pirate hoard ever unearthed 
in the region of Lafitte’s exploits. 

Lafitte’s career was one of the most remantic 
in piracy. 
he obtained a commission as a privateer, but soon 
went into piracy for himself. In league with the 
merchants of New Orleans, he established his 
headquarters at Barataria Bay, a few miles away. 
Soon he gathered a fleet. He enhanced his plun- 
der by wholesale smuggling. 

During the war of 1812 the English offered La- 
fitte $30,000 and the rank of Captain to join them 
with his arene He refused and proffered his 


Born a gentleman in France in 1780, . 


collected by citizens, and several times that 
amount taken from churches, was buried in the 
foothills. Prior to Morgan’s raid the citizens had 
concealed millions of dollars in two castles that 
defended the town. None of this great wealth 
has been recovered. A treasure estimated at 
$7,000,000 to $30,000,000 was concealed in vessels 
at anchor in Panama hafbor when Morgan 
marched on the town. Not finding the wealth, he 
sunk the ships and the money is supposed to still 
be at the bottom. 

Drake sunk several laden ships in the Azores, 
not knowing they contained $5,000,000. 

The British frigate ““Lutine,” which went down 
off the Zuyder Zee, October, 1799, has now been 
rediscovered under 30 feet of sand. She contained 
£1,217,000 in coin and specie. Since the wreck 
£100,824 have been taken out, the bulk of it in 
1800. A big suction pipe now is pulling away the 
sand and the lost wealth may soon be recovered, 
The anchor and several of cannon have this year 
been brought up, together with many coins.

A species.of 
grouse. is plentiful, and the -woods~are -imhabited 
by many large owls.” William A. Thompson shot 
scores of grouse with a .22-caliber Colts revolver, 
which he carried for the purpose. 

“My guide and I,” said the younger Thompson, 


“pitched our tent about four miles from the 


main camp, and that is a day’s journey for a 

hunter in that country. 
“There are no roads, so the only way to get 

from one point to another is to strike out through 


‘the forest or follow the trails madé by animals,

The moose. feeds 
on lily pads, rushes and other water plants,.and 
only .where these. ‘things grow can the hunter get 
near enough to the animal to shoot it. The moose 
has very acute’ senses of smell and hearing, and 
it is almost impossible to.approach the adult ani- 
mal. The “young moose, however, is not so par-’ 
ticular about his associates. 

“A young bull walked to within a few feet of 
our camp'one day and very calmly looked us over 
as if deeply interested by the unusual sight. He 
was. too small to kill, so I let him walk away at 
his leisure. 

“Under the Canadian law, each hunter is per- 
mitted to kill only one bull moose each year, as 
the cows are protected in order to perpetuate the 
enanien Kermit Rcosevelt. however. had c spe- 


es 


cial permit which gave him the liberty of killing 
one bull and one cow for the Smithsonian Inati- 
tution at Washington. The penalty for killing a 
cow moose without permit fs $500, and every guide 
is vested with the authority of a game warden to 
seé that this law is enforced. 

“Roosevelt carried a .405 Winchester rifle, one 
of the highest-power guns made. Hé also had 
one of the cameras he used while in Africa with 
his: father. I used a 80-80 rifle, shooting a soft- 
tosed bullet. 

“I had bad luck, and it seemed that I was not to 
get a moose this year, so I finally packed up and 
started out of the woods with my guide. We were 
traveling in a canoe on the Nepisiquit River, and 
one morning, just after we. started, the guide told 
me to have a gun ready as we were about to 
round a bend above a favorite feeding place of 
the moose. | 

“Sure enough, as we glided out from behind the 
bank, we saw a bull and a cow standing in the 
water a short distance ahead of us.

He shot a caribou and scared 
up scores of cow moose and young ones, but he 
had not found any. big enough to shoot when I 
left. In fact, the whole party was gone before he 
got his prizes. 

“He stayed alone in the woods with his guide 
and a cook.~ After returning home I received @ 
letter from’ Mr. Clark in which he informed me 
that Roosevelt got his moose and that the ani- 
mals had been gent to the Institution at Wash- 
ington.
